Baffled By Return Of Crop Circles, 


Crop circles Ln Hampshire are mystifying the experts 
again* 

Specialists in the unexplained phenomenon had recently 
claimed crop circles had ail hut disappeared. 

But two hew patterns have bean spotted In the fields at 
Cheeaefoot Head,east of Winchester * one in the for® of a 
dumbbell and the other consisting of four circles connected 
by lines. 

The circles riddle,which fascinated the nation in the lata 
1980’s,seemed to have been solved in 1991 when two Southampton 
pensioners claimed to have been making them for the last 15 
years, 

®*Pi Bower and Dave Charley said they were giving up their 
hoaxing as they were “getting on a bit now...and the energy 
needed to make the patterns is quite a lot." 

But the shapes have continued to appear here and there, 
and crop-circle watchers say they are no nearer an answer. 

Richard Androws,who has researched the circles for the 
past ten years,claims the formations at Chetsefoot. Head are 
the genuine article. 

Whatever the answer to the mystery,the circles came as a 
bonus to farmer John Guy who opened the field to the public 
ml £ I « i i raws.
